Tlio corpso of tho man found In tlio
Elyslan Fields, IIoboken,on Thursday night last
still lies unidentified. A number of persons
visited the Coroner's ofllco yesterday sudvlewed
tho body, but without recognizing It.

Yesterday afternoon an old gentleman, de-

scribing himself as Charles l'lscldc of Sullivan
street, New York, called on Chief Donovan and
said that bethought tho dead man was one John
Cadden or McCadden, whose friends kept
a tin store on Eighth avenue. McCadden,
Mr. I'laclde said, was at one time a
plumber on Etaten Island, and bad a
very particular friend named Charles Dcrlvcly,
employed on the tugboat Don Juan. A Sl'N
reporter nindo dllllgcnt search for John

relatives but without any certain re-

sult. John II. Caden of 801 Sixth avenue, plumb-
er, suprncs that bis father was klllod during
tho war, at Fort Fisher, but Is not certain. At
all events the old man has not shown up slnco
lftll. He docs not think that the Hoboken vic-

tim Is his father, but tho description, he says, Is
very like his. He will so y to Hoboken to
look at the corpse.

Last ovcnlng, about 8 o'clock, a Tfoman
and a man called at lOllleecker street and desired
to hire a room, They were shown up stairs Into
the front room on the second floor. About tan
minutes put 8 the occupants of tho house
heard aaterrlble screaming and scuffling In
that ro'om. Mrs." Mary Dlttendorfer, tbe
landlady thinking the house was on fire, ran up
tbe front stairs. When tbe reached tho head of
tho stairs tho door of tho front room was
thrown open and a woman staggered out Into tbe
halt and fell dead on ths'stalrs loading to tho
third story. Her throat was cut from ear toear, and the was literally covered with
blood which was still flowing from tho wouud.
Sho had evidently Just arisen from bed as she
had on only a white undergarment and stock-
ings, A small white blanket was wrapped about
her shoulders, and with both hands aha had
pressed the ends Into tho gaping wound to try
and stanch the terrible flow of blood.

Mrs. Dlttendorfer, half paralyzed with fear,
hastened Into the room. There on the bed lay
a man with bis throat cut, but still living, lllood
wat everywhere -- on the bed, the Boor, and spat-
tered over the furniture and the walls of the
room.

The screams of the landlady soon brought as-
sistance, and Information was sent lo tha Mul-
berry atrset police station tbat murder had been
done,

Tltl MAM 8TILI, ALIVE.
A squad of policemen under Houndeman Con-Il- n

wcro sent to take charge of the premises and
do what was necessary. Thev bore the man to
the police station wrapped In the bedclothes
nnd still breathing, lie would not give hit
name, but whispered, "Horn In France." This
was all ho laid. He was taken to Ilellovue Hos-
pital In an ambulance. Il Is believed be cannot
survive,

Mrs. Dlttendorfer said that the man and
woman called at her house and hired a room, to
which they were at onco shown about 8 o'clock
lastevenlug. Ehe never saw either of them be-
fore. The man was tall, looked like a Uerman.
Ho had dark hair and a heavy moustache. He
was coarsely dress. Further than tbat she knew
nothing about blin.

A man who was In the parlor, the room under-
neath where the murder was committed gave
his namo as Cdward l.'lmar, and said that he
heard the screams of tbe woman and the nolte
of a tcufile, but nothing further,

THE SCENE OP THE MCnDEn.
A St'N reporter visited the scene of the mur-

der at 10 Illecckcr street about an hour after tho
tragedy. Aster patting up the front stairs he
came to the hall, and on tho second flight of
rtalrs leading to the third story lav the body of
the woman as sho fell. She lay upon her right
side and In a large pool of blood, which bad run
duwn the stairs from tho wound In her throat.

In tho front room where the murder wa com-
mitted oientblng was In confusion, as though
there had been a struggle for life.

On the floor the police found n large razor,
apparently new, marked I'nlted States Navy
razor. This was covered with blood, and was
evidently the weapon with which the murder
was cnmmltlad. Tho cate for the razorwat alto
found.

The bed stood with Its ht'sd against the west
tide of the room, which left sufficient room for
a person to walk about the three other sides.

On the north side of the room, between the
windows facing Illecckcr street, stood the
bureau and dressing glass. It it thought that
the woman wat Handing before thlf glass when
she wat first attacked, as there were snots of
blood on the window shutters on the right, and
a chair was also overturned there. From this
spot to tbe door Is a line of blood.
